In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re-

Article 1, To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting, 


Article 2, To choose a Town Clerk for the year ensu- 
ing. 

Article 3, Tosee what the town wishes to do regarding 
fixing the compensation of the town officers, 

(Budget Committee recommends: Selectmen, Chair- 
man 1,200, 2nd& 3rd 1,150, Treasurer 750, Town Clerk 
550, Registrar of Voters 100, Tax Collector .006, Excise 
Tax Collector ,50, Bookkeeper 350, Public Works Com- 
missioner - raise to 6,600.) 


Article 4, To choose one member of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, Assessors, and Overseers of the Poor, who shall 


serve three years, 


Article 5, Tochoose a Town Treasurer for the year en- 
suing, 

Article 6, Tochoose a Tax Collector for the year en- 
suing, 

Article 7. To choose an Excise Tax Collector for the 
year ensuing, 


Article 8, To elect a Public Works Commissioner for 
the year ensuing, 


Article 9, To choose one School Director who shall 
serve for three years,

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SOUTHERN MAINE REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


The purposes of the Southern Maine Regional Planning 
Commission may be summarized as follows: 1) to provide 
central staff technical assistance and professional services 
to local planning boards and other local officials; 2) to ac- 
quire andshare human, economic and natural resource in- 
formation on the area which will be useful to the member 
municipalities and the region; 3) to bring the municipali- 
ties together toconsider and coordinate desirable manage- 
ment and governmental action relative to their common 
problems and advantages; and 4) to assist in obtaining a- 
vailable State and Federal assistance in planning and work 
programs of value to its members, 


During 1972 such efforts were notably strengthened by 
expansion of the central staff and a marked increase in ser- 
vices which were delivered directly to the local munici- 
palities. These services included technical assistance to 
local officials from two staff planners and an enviornmental 
engineer, management information and aids, and legal 
counsel, These services were provided through public in- 
formational meetings (approximately 24); staff meetings 
(well over 100) with local planning boards and other offi- 
cials within the individual municipalities; extensive pub- 
lication and distribution of informational materials, such 
as: State laws and regulations; material on State and Fed- 
eral agencies and the assistance available through them; 
and staff research and/or publications on the region, such 
as: ongoing work on a comprehensive water, sewer and 
storm drainage regional plan, groundwater research and 
investigation, solid waste managementinvestigations, etc, 

In addition, the Commission developed, in close co- 
ordination with municipalrepresentatives and local plann- 
ing boards, the Planning Board Standards for Reviewing 
Land Subdivisions which have been adopted almost unan- 
imously by the region's local planning boards in response 
to State requirements, These standards have been an im- 
portant means of helping local planning boards to fulfill 
their legal requirements and also to guide rapidly increas- 
ing land development in directions which are sound and 
consistent with the best future interests of the municipali- 
ties and the region in general, 

During the fall, the Commission has started work on a 
similar, though more complex, project relating to State 
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requirements for local zoning. This is an outgrowth of the 
Mandatory Shoreland Zoning Law, which demands that 
local municipalities zone their shorelands by June 30, 
1973 or have it done for them by the State. The Com- 
mission, again working with municipal representatives and 
local planning boards and other officials, is in the process 
of developing model zoning regulations designed to meet 
the needs of the region and to be thoroughly reviewed and 
discussed prior to submission to local governing bodies for 
local action, Again, the individual municipalities, work- 
ing alone and unassisted, would find it extremely difficult 
to measure up to the requirements, 


The Commission, by means of local municipal fund- 
ing amounting to about 15% of its total budget, has been 
able toestablish itself as a workable and valuable tool for 
its member municipalities and to demonstrate to State and 
Federal Agencies that it deserves to be supported with an 
additional 85% financial assistance through public funds, 
Though itreceives such extensive outside help, the Com- 
mission nevertheless exists solely to serve local munici- 
palities individually and collectively, It is governed sole- 
ly by local municipal representatives, It is dedicated by 
State law, byits by-laws and by its own organization sole- 
ly to determine and defend the local and regional inter- 
ests, Itcannotrule or regulate, but can only advise. With 
these purposes and constraints, it would appear that the 
Commission is both an essential tool and an organization- 
al bargain for its member municipalities.

Adopted by Lovell Planning Board January 17, 1972, 


This Ordinance may be amended, enlarged, or 
added to by the vote of three members of the Plann- 
ing Board at anyregular meeting of the Board, Written 
notice of the amendment, enlargement, or addition 
must be sent together with the call for the meeting 
to each member of the Planning Board and the Alter- 
nates at least one week before said meeting. 

1, SIZE OF LOTS 
The minimum area of any lot in a sub-division shall 
be 40,000 sq. ft. The Planning Board believes that 
this area is the minimum to protect the present rural 
character of the town, 

2. SEWERAGE 
Adequate soil and percolation reports shall be pre- 
sented to the Planning Board to meet the requirements 
of year-round residence, In case of a sub-division of 
five lotsor more, a sewerage treatment plant may be 
required, 

3. WATER AVAILABILITY 
Each Sub-divider must present to the Planning Board 
a competentengineer's report proving the availability 
of sufficient water to supply the sub-division, Before 
final approval of the sub-division, the water analysis 
must be submitted and accepted. 

4, COMPATABILITY OF ARCHITECTURE 
All buildings on the sub-division shall be so designed 
and constructed as to be in harmony with each other 
and with the general appearance of the town. 


0. COMMON AREAS 
The sub-divider shall set aside within each sub-di- 
vision land in area equal to one lot size for every five 


lots laid out. This land area is to be used for common 
areas and/or green belts, 


6, DRAINAGE (subject to approval)

Regional Airport Report 


1973 was another year of substantial activity at the Air- 
port, Transient trafficincreased, as did the number of air- 
craft using Eastern Slope Regional as their base, 

Last year, it wasreported that the Airport Authority was 
exploring the possibility of increasing aircraft storage fa- 
cilities, The need for hangar space has grown, and the in 
come for hangar rentals augments the monies raised by par- 
ticipating towns, High construction costs and mortgage 
rates have slowed this project;however, it presently ap- 
pears that government loan funds may soon be available 
for this purpose, 

The Airport was constructed over ten years ago, We 
have the Federal Aeronautics Administration to review 
Eastern Slope's Master Plan, in order that it may be brou- 
ghtin line with today's aviation needs, before the Airport 
Authority undertakes any major projects for the purpose of 
improving facilities, 
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SOUTHERN MAINE REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Southern Maine Regional Planning Commission 
serves the following purposes: 

(1) Provides professional and technical staff services to 
municipal planning boards and other local officials; 

(2) Acquires and distributes social, economic and nat- 
ural resource information for use by the region's munici- 
palities; 

(3) Brings municipalities together to consider and co- 
ordinate desirable management and government actions 
in solving common problems; 

(4) Assists municipalities in obtaining available State 
and Federal technical and financial assistance for planning, 
administration and public facilities; 

(5) Develops comprehensive plans and policies for guid - 
ing the development of the region, 


Through its technical staff of two professional planners, 
an engineer and a draftsman SMRPC provided assistance 
to southern Maine municipalities in 1973 in the areas of 
Solid Waste Management, Shoreland Zoning, Land Use 
Inventory and Mapping, Subdivision Review, Water and 
Sewer Planning, Natural Resource Identification and 
Mapping, Transportation Planning, Legal Assistance and 
Printing. These services were provided through public in- 
formational meetings (approximately 24) and more than 
100 staff meetings with individual municipal boards and 
officials, The Commission accomplished its purposes 
through the distribution of printed information to more than 
700 municipal officials'and interested citizens on: State 
and Federal Laws and Regulations; material on State and 
Federal agencies and programs and the assistance avail- 
able through them; and staff research and publications con- 
cerning comprehensive planning, solid waste planning, 
ground water research and investigation, zoning, subdi- 
vision review, etc, 


In addition, the Commission has developed, in close 
coordination with municipal officials, standards for review- 
ing subdivisions and a model zoning ordinance incorpor- 
ating shoreland zoning provisions, Both of these documents 
have been accepted and are being utilized widely through - 
outthe State. These subdivision and zoning standards have 
been an important means of assisting municipalities to 
fulfill their legal requirements and to guide rapidly increas - 
ing land development in directions which are enviorn- 


mentally sound and consistent with the best future interests 
of the municipalities and the region, 


By means of local municipal funding amounting to a- 
bout 15% of its total budget, the Southern Maine Regional 
Planning Commission has been able to establish itself as a 
workable and valuable tool for its member municipalities 
and to demonstrate to State and Federal agencies that it 
deserves to be supported with an additional 85% financial 
assistance through public funds, Though it receives such 
extensive outside help, the Commission nevertheless exists 
solely to serve local municipalities individually and col- 
lectively, It is governed solely by local municipal and 
county representatives, It is dedicated by State law, by 
its by-laws and byits own organization solely to determine 
and advocate the local and regional interests, It cannot 
rule orregulate, but can only advise, With these purposes 
and constraints, it would appear that the Commission is 
b oth an essential tool and an organizational bargain for its 
member municipalites,

meeting the first Wednesday of every month in the Se- 
lectmen's office, in addition to having several special 
meetings, A variety of projects and sub-division plans were 
presented to the Board during the year for discussion, reco- 
mmendations, and finally approval or disapproval thereof, 
Above all else, the Planning Board tried to approach its 
dutiesin these matters with asense of fairness and common 
sense; butat the same time, not forgetting its responsibili - 
ties to the present and future welfare of the inhabitants of 
Lovell, 

The Southern Maine Regional Planning Commission 
helped the Planning Board setupa "Natural Resources Map" 
and an "Existing Land-use Map" so that the Board could 
better understand and forsee development problem areas 
in the town of Lovell, 

The Planning Board also spent considerable time and 
effort working with the SMRPC on the basics of the "Pro- 
posed Comprehensive Plan” which is to be the subject of 
a public hearing. This plan is a necessary legal step to- 
wards future zoning of the town, if and when the towns- 
people decide uponit, The questionnaire sent out to Lovell 
taxpayers by the Planning Board brought a fine response 
which is reported in detail in the plan. 

A note of appreciation should be made here to John 
Snyder, who volunteered much extra time to do vital leg- 
w ork for the Planning Board in gathering and consolidating 
necessary background material for the proposed "Com - 
prehensive Plan", Several other townspeople, outside of 
the Planning Board, also contributed material to sections 
of the plan,

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Conservation Commission 
January 1974 


The Lovell Conservation Commission held its first meet- 
ing on May 10th. Gordon Eastman was elected Chairman 
and Alice Dallinger as Secretary- Treasurer, Monthly meet- 
ings have been held throughout the year and the following 
projects initiated: 

TWO TOWN CLEAN-UP DAYS, by which over a ton of 
waste paper was collected for recycling and a number of 
large outworn household appliances plus twenty-five junk 
Cars were transported to a collection point in West Lovell, 
Many thanks are due those who gave generously of both 
their time and equipment to make this a success, It is hop- 
ed that Town Clean-Up Day will become an annual event 
offering townspeople an opportunity to properly dispose of 
materials valuable for recycling, 

A PUBLIC INFORMATION MEETING was held at the 
Town House in August under the auspices of the Kezar Lake 
Association and the Kezar Sportsman's Club, Mr. David 
Courtmanche, biologist with the Department of Enviorn- 
mental Protection presented an informative illustrated 
talk, followed by a question and answer period on the 
causes of lake pollution. 

CONSIDERABLE RESEARCH has been done by Gordon 
Eastman and Selectman Robert Littlefield working with 
Richard Babcock, Soil Scientist with the Soil Conservation 
Service, to find a site suitable for sanitary landfill in the 
e vent that the present Town Dump has to be relocated, To 
date soil tests indicate that sites tested are unsuitable due 
to such factors as high water table, poor soil & land slope. 

Lovell Boy Scouts are participating in a STATE- WIDE 
ROADSIDE LITTER Survey being conducted by the Keep 
Maine Scenic:Committee, Object of the survey is to col- 
lect reliable data to help toward more stringent laws re- 
garding roadside litter, Itcosts Maine Taxpayers thousands 
of dollars each year to do a job which a concerned public 
can make unnecessary. 

Major project of the Commission is a COMMUNITY 
ENVIORNMENTAL RESOURCE INVENTORYto bring together 
in one source factualinformation on all aspects of Lovell's 
assets, Includedin the inventory will be an historical sites 
map, plant and animal habitats, trail maps for skidoing, 
hiking, riding and cross country skiing, plus a wealth of 
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information on the waters, soils, population trends and 
economic assets of the Town, A Directory of town officials, 
local organizations, local ordinances and sources of further 
information will be provided, 

Future plans include a TREE PLANTING PROGRAM to 
replace the Elms lost to the Dutch Elm Disease, 

The Commission accepted with regret, the resignation 
of David Fox in August and welcomes the appointment of 
John Fox to fill out his term. 

Expenses of the Commission have been met for the past 
months by donations from the Kezar Sportsman's Club and 
Kezar Lake Association, Since no funds were received 
through the Ford Foundation due to an excess of appli- 
cations beyond monies available, financing of the Resource 
Inventory project and other expenses will depend on pub- 
lic support,

Annual Report Statement 


The Western Maine Counseling Service has been in oper- 
ation for the pastfour years, and is responsible for provid- 
ing mental health services for your town, These services 
are available for both children and adults and consist of 
diagnosis and evaluation, individual and group therapy, 
family therapy, marital counseling, medication therapy, 
and 24-hour emergency service, The Counseling Service 
also provides consultation and educational services to 
_ school personnel, local physicians, clergy, law enforce- 
ment officials and other community caretakers, The staff 
of the Counseling Service consists of a Director/Clinician, 
two full time Social Workers, two part-time psychiatrists, 
a consulting psychologist, a secretary and a part-time 
housekeeper, A specialist in alcoholism counseling is at- 
tached to the Counseling Service through a special Federal 
program, ) 
The operation of the Counseling Service is supported by 
clientfees, local town appropriations, donations, and State 
and Federal grants, Because Federal regulations require a 
yearly reduction in Federal support and also because of in- 
creased operating expenses, the Western Maine Counseling 
Service projected budget shows a deficit of some $22, 512. 
This represents a 15% reduction in the Federal appropri- 
ation and a 5% increase in operational expenses, 

Over 2000 client visits were made to the Counseling Ser- 
vice during our past operational year, 138 of these visits 
were made by members of your community.

"Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting 
notifications insome public place in town, or shall notify 
them in such other way as the town directs, to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls, and 
all their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they are possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year, If any resident owner after 
such notice, or any non-resident owner after being reason- 
ably requested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in 
such a list, he is thereby barred of his right to make appli- 
cation to the assessors, or county commissioners, for any 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his 
application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer 
it at the time appointed, The request upon non-resident — 
owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail to the last: 
know address of the taxpayer or given by any other method . 
that brings notice home to the taxpayer."
